‘DEAL TO CONTINUE 
BENEFIT PAYMENTS 


Provisions Untouched by 
Court’s Ruling To Be 
Strengthened; Huge 
Allocation Is Proposed. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—(4)— 
A definite decision to seek immediate 
“temporary” farm legislation continu- 
fing federal payments to farmers was 
reached today at a White House con- 
ference. 

Administration leaders who talked 
over the problem created by AAA’s 
fnvalidation for an hour with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said that while details 
remain to be worked out, the general 
plan is ihis: 

1. Crop production would be adjust- 
ed through retirement of acreage as 
@ soil conservation and erosion preven- 
tion measure. 

2. Farmers would be reimbursed for 
land thus retired through federal 
“rental” payments. 

8. Such authorization as is neces- 
wary will be sought through amend- 
ments to existing laws, rather than 
mew ones. 

“4. An appropiation of $300,000,00U0 
to $400,000,000 will be asked to fi- 
Mance the program's estimated cost 
in 1086. . 

Reimburse Farmers. 

5. An additional appropriation of 
about $300,000,000 will be requested 
to reimburse farmers under the in- 
Walidated 1935 adjustment contracts. 

6. A “permanent” program might 
be sought late: this session or defer- 


red until next year. 

. 7. Provisions of the AAA untouched 
by the supreme court's decision would

SENATE LEADERS 
SHAPE BONUS BILL 
FOR BALLOT TODAY 


“Baby Bond” Advocates 
See Passage of Measure 
by Tonight Despite Re- 
port of Treasury Head. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—(4)— 
Senate administration leaders today 
shaped a drive for passage of the coa- 
lition “baby bond” bonus bill by to- 
morrow night, despite the publication 
of a confidential finance record which 
raised the possibility of new taxes to 
discharge the veterans’ debt. 

After the senate had agreed unani- 
mously to take up the bill tomorrow, 
the verbatim wommittee testimony of 
Secretary Morgenthau before the sen- 
ate finance committee was made pub- 
lic. 

The treasury secretary refused to 
take a stand on the bonus bill it- 
self, but contended enactment would 
boost the new money to be raised by 
the treasury in the next 17 1-2 
months to $5,500,000,000, . exclusive 
of $5,800,000,000 of refunding opera- 
tion.

‘New Road’ Necessary, 
He Asserts, for Ameri- 
can Agriculture To Get 
Back to Solid Ground. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Jan. 16.—(P)— 
Former President Herbert Hoover 
presented his plan for farm ‘relief to 
thousands of cheering Nebraskans 
here tonight. 

Seats for 10,000 persons were ar- 
ranged in the University of Nebraska 
coliseum but before Mr. Hoover ar- 
rived every seat was filled and scores 
of persons were standing in aisles. 

“A new road must be built by 
which agriculture ean get back onto 
solid ground frem the quicksand of 
the New Deal,” the former president 
said. 

He charged President Roosevelt’s 
farm relief measures were an applica- 
tion of a “system of scarcity,” hostile 
to the free American spirit and urged 
farmers to defend “their heri 
individual liberty.” prestige 

In the large audience was Arthur 
M. Hyde, secretary of agriculture dur- 
ing the Hoover administration. 

Broadcast Cut Off. 

It was the first address of the re- 
publican leader since the supreme 
court invalidated the AAA and the 
fourth of his series of attacks on the 
New Deal.

“But beyond these measures,” the 
former chief executive continued, “this 
farm situation is now one where still 
further emergency measures pending 


sary.... We shall need to open our 
minds to further experiment,” 

; e suggested that instead of try- 
ing to find a balance in agriculture 
only by curtailing a crop, some sub- 
stitute should be seeded which would 
find a ready market, improve the fer- 
tility of the soil, and cutdown the 
quantities of agricultural products the 
nation now has te import. 

The former president opcned his 
discussion, fourth in a series in which 
he had criticized various features of 
the New Deal, with the statement 
that his proposals for farm relief” 
may shock those who believe in do- 
ing nothing for human ills” as well 
as those “who believe that all heal- 
ing medicine comes off the collectiy- 
ist brew.” 

‘ Divisions of Address. 

He divided his talk into five parts. 
In the first he outlined reasons why 
the farm question was of national im- 
portance, the second was an exposi- 
tion of the origin and aggravation of 
the farmers’ troubles. They were 
traceable, he held principally to the 
World War and “its hectic after- 
maths.” 

In part three, Mr. Hoover told what 

he believed the New Deal was doing 
to the farmers, along with all other 
citizens. 
“This torrent of wasteful spending, 
unbalanced budget, and debt will be 
paid by the farmers as well as all 
others,” he declared. 


$14,000,000,000 of probable increased 
New Deal debt will rest on the farm 
as a super-mortgage.” 

Referring to President Roosevelt’s 
statement of July 24, 1933, that pros- 
perity cannot be attained in a “na- 
tion half-boom and half-broke,” Mr. 
Hoover asserted the “New Deal has 
attained just that.”

FASCISTS DESTROY 
BRITISH RED CROSS 


14 Natives Are Killed, 35 
Wounded as Airmen 
Rain Fire on Division. 


_ ADDIS-ABABA, Jan-16.+()~The 
Ethiopian. government said today a 
Red Cross unit led by a Briton was 


destroyed in an Italian alr raid and 
14 natives were killed. | 

The attack was at Waldia, 90 miles 
north of Dessye, field headquarters of 
Emperor Haile Selassie. 

Major Gerald Burgoyne, a Briton, 
commanded the unit. He telegraphed 
Red Cross headquarters here: 

“Wake up, Geneva. It is evident 
that the Italians are making specia) 
targets of Red Cross.” 

“Half the town of Waldia was de- 
stroyed by fire,” said the Ethiopian 
communique. “Seven women and sev- 
en old men were killed. 

“Thirty-five persons were wounded, 
mostly women and children. 

‘Three’ Caproni planes made the 
raid. Six big bombs .of 330 pounds 
each were dropped in the court of the 
Cross unit which was plainly 
marked with the Red Cross insignia. 
“Tents and surgical instruments 
were destroyed, : ; 
“A British ambulance unit from 
Dessye is going to the rescue.” 
(Sweden two days ago formally pro. 
tested to Italy the bombing of Swedish 
Red @ross unit in which one Swede 
was killed and another wounded.) 
The government said the attack took 
pjlace at 11 a.m. Twesday, but Ma- 
jor Burgoyne said it was yesterday 
He added: “The native town was 
heavily bombarded for 70 minutes and 
14 poor women, and children were 


killed.” 

Not Injured. 
He apparently was not injured. The 
town is midway between Dessye and 
Makale, the forward point of Italy’s 
northern army. 
(The British Red Cross in London 
said Major Burgoyne is not in its em- 
ploy.) | 
Emperor Haile Selassie, it was be- 
lieved, is going to the actual front. 
His 11-year-old son, Prince Makon- 
nen, returned by plane today from 
Dessye, where he has been with his 
father and high government officials 
said his arrival means the emperor is 
going to the front.

CROQUETTES GOOD IN ANY 
SHAPE YOU MOLD THEM 

It is fun to go into a dining room 
and order croquettes for there is al- 
ways the question of whether they will 
appear as little balls, cones, barrels, 
cutlets or some other interesting 
shape. Have you ever surprised your 
family by originating some new shape 
for the same old croquette recipe? It’s 
as good as giving them an entirely 
different kind of food! 

One of the most important steps in 
serving croqguettes is the preparation. 
The mixture should be very soft—al- 
most too soft to handle for this kind 
of a mixture makes delightfully tender 
eroquettes. If you think the mixture 
too soft to shape, chill it instead of 
adding more thickening. When cold 
enough form the croquettes, dip iightly 
in cracker crumbs, in egg diluted with 
milk or water, then in cracker crumbs 
again. During the deep fat frying this 
outer coating forms a crisp brown cov- 
ering which does not allow absorption

For ‘elicacy, flavor and appetizing 
appearance try some of these methods 
of using left-over meats. 


Meat Croquettes, 


Four tablespoons fat, 5 tablespoons 
flour, 1 cup milk, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 
1-8 teaspoon paprika, few grains pep- 
per, 2 cups chopped cold meat, fine 
bread crumbs or cracker crumbs, 
egg, 2 tablespoons water or-milk. 

Melt fat, add flour and mix well. 
Add ‘milk gradually and cook until 
mixture is thick and smooth, stirring 
constantly. Add salt, paprika and pep- 
per. Add meat and mix well. Turn 
out on flat dish and chill thoroughly. 
Shape, dip in crumbs, then in egg di- 
luted with milk or water, and again 
. Fry in deep hot lard until 
a gold ‘own. Drain on absorbent 
paper until thoroughly dry and firm, 
keeping hot. Finely chopped parsley 
or onion may be added for flavoring 
if desired. 

Sausage Croquettes. 

One-half pound summer sausage, 1 
cup cooked rice, 1 cup thick white 
sauce, 2 eggs, bread crumbs, salt and 
pepper. 

Mix finely chopped or ground sum- 
mer sausage and cooked rice and 
moisten with enough white sauce to 
make it the right consistency to han- 
dle. Season with salt and pepper and 
shape i to balls. Dip in fine dry bread 
crumbs, slightly beaten eggs, and again 
in bread crumbs. Fry in deep hot lard 
until nicely browned. Drain on brown 
paper. Serve on hot platter garnished 
with bacon curls and creamed peas. 

Lamb Croquettes. 

Two cups finely chopped codked 
lamb, 1 cup cooked rice, 1 tablespoon 
minced p rsley, 1 tablespoon lemon 
juice, 2 tablespoons flour, 1 tablespoon 
butter, 1 cup milk, salt and pepper. 

Make a white sauce by combining 
butter and flour and gradually adding 
milk. Mix the other ingredients thor- 
oughly and then combine with the hot 
white sauce. Chill, and when cold 
shape into croquettes. Roll in beaten 
egg and cracker crumbs and fry in 
hot deep lard. 

Liver Croquettes. 

Two cups c_oked liver, 1 cup thick 
white sauce, 2 tablespoons cooked rice 
or mashed potatoes, 1-8 teaspoon 
paprika, 1-2 teaspoon onion juice, 1-4 
teaspoon salt, 1-2 teaspoon lemon 
juice, 1 egg, bread crumbs for rolling. 

Cook liver in salted water until 
tender, then grind. Add to it white 
sauce, rice or mashed potatoes and 
seasonings. Chill thoroughly. Shape 
with the fingers or croquette molds in- 
to the desired shape, Roll each cro- 
quette in beaten egg and bread crumbs. 
Fry to a golden brown in deep hot 
lard. Drain and serve with currant or 
grape jelly.

Constitution Editor Says Arms 


Embargo to Italy and 
omrne? cial * 


Ethiopia Should Be Only C 
Barrier for Nation. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—()—An 
opinion that the interests of neutrality 
could be be served by the United 
States putting no restrictions on trade 
‘other than . forbidding shipment of 
arms and ammunition to Italy or 
Ethiopia was expressed today by 
Clark Howell, editor of The Atlanta 
Constitution. 

Returning from a visit to the Phil- 
ate and a trip around the world, 

owell told of seeing Italian troop 
ships and the massed British navy 
as he passed through the Suez canal 
and the Mediterranean. 

Asked about the probabilities of 
other nations. becoming involved in the 
Italian-Ethiopian dispute, the pub- 
lisher said: “I believe there will be 
no war unless oil eanctions are im- 


“Oil is Italy’s life blood. They real- 
ize it and if it is stopped, there will 


war. 
“It’s all none of our business and 
I think we should stay entirely out 
of it. We should not let our embr-<o 
go beyond ammunition. It was all 
right for congress to define our neu- 
trality policy as forbidding sale of 
munitions to belligerents, but if we go 
beyond that we are treading in deep 
water. 

“If we forbid oil; next it will be 
cotton and then other things and we 
won’t know where to stop.” 

Howell contrasted the ai appear- 
ance of the Port of Naples when he 
last visited it a year and a half ago 
with the present, saying that only 
Italian ships were to be seen there 
now. He spoke alsa of evidences of 
an exodus from Europe of Americans 
who had lived there because it was 
cheap but now are finding different 
exchange conditions making it advis- 
able for them to return to the United 
States. 

As one of a group of publishers and 
officials invited to the Philippines to 
attend the inauguration of Manuel 
Quezon as first president of the is- 
lands, Howell expressed belief that 
stability would be assured by the army 
being developed by the new govern- 
ment. 

He said the army would reach a 
strength of 600,000 in the 10-year 


trial period preliminary .to. complete 
independence. It now has 20,000 en- 
rolled and is to be increased each ear 
by reserves starting with school boys. 

- Speaking of political instincts of the 
Filipinos which sometimes lead to rev- 
elutionary tendencies, Howell cited 
circumstances surrounding the Quezon 
inauguration as an example of how 


they may be dealt wi 

For several weeks before this event, 
Howell said, Aguinaldo, the revolu- 
tionary leader, had been holding meet- 
ings “and the threat was openly made 
that the revolutionists were prepared 
to put 60,000 men in the field to pre- 
vent the inauguration of the new gov- 
ernment, 

“Frank Murphy, the governor gen- 
eral, sent for Aguinaldo and dissuaded 
him, impressing upon him the fact 
that such a demonstration would im- 
peril the new government and would 
probably destroy the ultimate hope of 
Philippine independence. Aguinaldo 
agreed to call off the demonstration 
and the result was that the inaugural 
ceremonies went off without a hitch 
ay presence of an audience of 250,- 


Howell said that at the time he was 
there citizens, of the Philippines were 
greatly excited over the imminent ar- 
rival of the first clipper ships in- 
augurating air service over the Pacif- 
ic. He stressed the value of this serv- 
ice in bringing the islands closer to 
the United Statee.

Schroedér flew here today to take 
charge of the investigation, spent 
hours observing the scene of the crash 


from the air, then went into the

oo of the wreckage. 

‘I will not say anything until. I 
have seen all this myself,” he said. 

Under his direction, a squad of 
workers started removing the big 
ship’s remnants from: the marsh wa- 
ters into which it plunged, to a bit 
of dry ground a quarter of a mile 
away.

FINAL POLL REVEALS 
06 PCT. AGAINST DEAL 


Last Tabulations Show 11 
Southern States, Utah Fa- 
vor F. D. R. Policies. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—More than 
three of every five voters are opposed 
to the New Deal according to the final 
report of The Literary Digest’s nation- 
wide poll, which is tabulated in the 
current issue of the magazine, 


A grand total of 1,907,681 ballots 
are reported received, of which 37.34 
per cent voted “yes” and 62.66 per 
cent voted “no” in answer to the 
question: “Do you now approve the 
acts and policies of the. Roosevelt 
‘New Deal’ to date?” 

The tally shows a complete count of 
1,195,313 voters opposed to the New 
Deal while 712,368 cast affirmative 
votes, making a majority of 482,946 
against the administration’s acts and 
policies. 

Favor New Deal. 

Utah and 11 southern and border 
states give a final verdict in favor of 
the New Deal, while the other 36 
states register majorities against it. 

A possibly close vote is indicated 
in only five states and all others give 
over a 55 per cent majority for or 
against the New Deal. 

Twenty-two states representing more 
than half the population of the Unit- 
ed States and casting 280 of the 351 
electoral votes give a final majority 
of more than 60 per cent against the 
New Deal in the poll. Eight states, 
all in the south and representing ¥6 
electoral votes, cast approximately the 
same ratio in support of the adminis- 
tration’s policies. 

The heaviest negative vote of the 
country as a section is registered by 
New England, where the anti-New 
Deal vote is 77.98 per cent of the 
total. 

Mid-Atiantie Vote. 


Next heaviest in the balloting 
against the administration’s policies 
is the middie Atlantic group, from 
New York to West Virginia, where 
the New Deal opposition is shown 
polling a 68.89 per cent vote; 

The middle western states in the 
farm belt indicate a ratio approxi- 
mately the same as the nation at 
large, 3 to 2 against. 

The Rocky mountain states show a 
final vote also of 3 to 2 opposed and

“They put me inte their car and 
tied me up and one man drove the 
truck while the other drove the car. 
We drove to about 30 miles from Sa- 
vannuh. They stopped, ordered me 
out of the car and blindfolded me. 
We drove some more and then the 
man in the truck drove it off while 
the other sat beside the road in the 
car guarding me.

‘They 
ordered me to get inside and they 
locked me in, and drained all the gas 
out of the truck’s tank and broke 
the ignition wires.

Interest and storage charges on the 
cotton, now in warehouses throughout 


about one-tenth of a cent a pound a 
month. 

Officials said that the loan cotton 
would have to be sold for 13 1-2 
to 14 cents a pound to prevent a loss 
to the government of millions of dol- 
lars. ‘ 

Because of expected demand this 
year, officials’! said, about 1,000,000 
bales of the loan cotton should be 
sold. 

The cotton producers’ pool was 
formed to aid growers to sell op- 
tions on cotton which were given as 
part payment for the 1933 plow-up 
campaign. The govefnment had ob- 
tained several million bales from the 
old Federal Farm Board. 

Much Sold. 

Much of the pool cotton has been 
sold, and the pool was said to have 
now about 600,000 bales of spot cot- 
ton and about 1,000,000 bales in fu- 
tures contracts. Growers were given 
options on the pool cotton at the 
rate of 6 cents a pound,

JAP PER DENOUNCES 
UNITED STATES, BRITAIN 


Nippon Admiral Confident 
of Victory in Case of 
War. 


TOKYO, Jan. 16.—(/)—The United 
States and Great Britain were pictur- 
ed as villains in an international melo- 
drama in Japanese newspaper editorial 
today on the naval. conference. 

The Nichi Nichi asserted: “The in- 
sincerity with which the Americans 
and British participated in the con- 
ference is shown by the plans to con- 
tinue on a four-power which is 
merely a crafty design to place inter- 
national stigma upon Japan.” 

“Tt seems probabie,” the paper ccn- 
tinued, wthat the Americans and Brit- 
ish shortly will inaugurate menacing 
gestures toward Japan by fortifying 
Pacific islands but the tactical advan- 
tages of stch a move have been over- 
estimated.” 

“Japan must maintain her glorious 
isolation,” said Miyako. 

Leading members of the cabinet is- 
sued statements insisting that Japan 
does not plan a naval race but they 
contrasted sharply with the more mar- 
tial ones of naval officials. 

Confident of Victory. 

A typical naval statement was this 
one by Vice Admiral Sankichi Taka- 
hashi, commander in chief of the bat- 
tle fleet: 

“If the Japanes navy is called upon 
to fight the combined power of Amer- 
ica and Great Britain I am confident 
we Paice win, even if the ratio is 10 
to 1. ' 

“If such a combat came tomorrow, 
this could be proved. The Japanese 
people need not be afraid ... the 
Washington treaty was nonsense. 

“Japan has its own ideas of meth- 
ods of fighting and we can build what 
warships we need without watching 
other nations. 

“If we are compelled to use the 
short sword to combat a foe brandish- 
ing the long sword, I still am sure we 
have the skill and spirit to win.” 

Larger newspapers did not publish 
the vice admiral’s statement.

NEW PROBLEMS FACE 
FOUR NAVAL POWERS 


Remaining Nations Agree To 
Exchange Building 
Data. 


LONDON, Jan. 16.—(?)—Great 
Britain’s imperial defense policy and 
future reyuirements of the army, navy 
and air force were subjected to a fur- 
ther overhauling today. 

In authoritative quarters it was said 
the danger of a world naval race is 
much closer as a result of Japan’s 
departure yesterday from the _ inter- 
national naval conference here. 

At the same time, acting quickly to 
salvage all possible after Japan’s walk- 
out, the four remaining powers reach- 
ed a quick and amicable agreement 
to exchange building information. 

These four, the United States, Brit- 
ain, France and Italy also will try 
to frame a further agreement to res- 
trict and regulate sizes of ships and 
their armament. 

While the four power talks were 
launched, a sub-committee of the Brit- 
ish cabinet on defense policy met for 
the fourth successive day. Numerous 
technical experts were called in, which 
led to speculation in informed quar- 
ters as to. whether heavy rearmament 
estimates for the parliament session 
February 4 are being drawn up. 

The launching of a big British re-- 
armament program has been expected 
momentarily. : 

Technical experts will be named im- 
mediately to draw up details of the 
arrangements whereby this will 
done. The committee also agreed upon 
the terms of a reply to be made to the 
Japanese letter of withdrawal. 

Great Britain, informed circles said, 
feels that there is a complete under- 
standing with the United States to 
maintain parity and that no build 
race between them is possible, even 
building must be stepped up by 
ther Japanese tonnage.

Johannes Geis- 
ler, the prince bishop of Bressanone 
(Brixen) in the Italian Tyrol, under 
military supervision, has achieved 
what the Italian invasion of Abys- 
sinia has failed to do; it has irritated 
Roman Catholic opinion in Austria 
and provoked angry comment from 
the leading Catholic newspaper, Neuig- 
keits Weltblatt. According to this 
newspaper the bishop’s palace _ is 
guarded day and night by carabinieri, 
and he may not go out even into his 
garden. The reason for this: measure 
is a letter from Mgr. Geisler to the 
clergy of his diocese in which he rec- 
ommends them to give greater care 
than ever to the poor, who will suffer 
first from the application of sanc- 
tions, but not to take part in the 
propaganda campaign for the delivery 
of metals to the government, as this 
is the task of the fascist party. 


Such action would be seized on by 
enemies of the church to support the 
argument that the church is helping 
to finanee the war. This last refer- 
ence of the bishop is dopbtless due to 
the rumor circulating in Burope that 
the pope has placed Peter’s Pence at 
the disposal of Mussolini to buy war 
materials, which is ‘an infamous calum- 
ny. The Neuigkeits Weltblass writes 
that Italy likes to represent her war 
in Abyssinia‘ as.a struggle for civiliza- 
tion and progress in a barbaric land.

One subject to 
hyperesthetic rhinitis (machine-gun 
sneeze) or nasal allergy knows, too, 
that the trouble ceases as abruptly and 
as inexplicably as it comes on. Credu- 
lous folk, or those who accept the 
“catching cold” notion because it is an 
old tradition and some eminent old 
timers im medicine seem to accept it, 
are not interested in this discussion, 
for they can conjure up draft, damp- 
ness or sudden change to account for 
anything that* happens; and being so 
credulous they naturally have great 
faith in any remedy or _ treatment 
whose use coincides with the termina- 
tion of the vasomotor upset or the al- 
lergic reaction. Indeed, these myste- 
rious nasa! disturbances, which proba- 
bly constitute 10 per cent or more of 
all nasal troubles, tead to a great deal 
of wrong interpretation of common ail- 
ments by laymen and physicians, and 
likewise to much futile or harmful 
treatment. 

I am only a common door-to-door 
doctor trying to live without honest 
work. I apply that imposing term 
“hyperesthetic’ rhinitis” to I-don't- 
know-what condition without a blush. 
I don’t know a thing about it, I don’t 
believe anybody does. So there you 
are. No‘charge. ‘Take it or leave it 
unwrapped until I come again. 

But I’m telling you about hay fever 
and nasal allergy and when we discuss 
these condiitons my face is not’so red. 

This is not the time to conjecture 
why you go all bleary and suffer so 
‘much discomfort over a few grains of 
‘pollen in the *air. ‘while I inhale the 
‘same pollen and keep a clear dry eye 
and a clean nose throughout the pol- 
linating season. Nor can we block 
traffic here to bicker about the rea- 
sons why you take rye bread with sang 
froid’ while I sneeze and snort and snuf- 
fle and run upon —— or even 
smelling the least crum of it—though 
I don’t dislike the taste of it. 

My purpose in bringing up these un- 
pleasant thoughts is merely to men- 
tion that’a néwly develéped method of 
treatment is giving remarkable relief 
in such cases, not only immediate re- 
lief of the annoying symptoms, but 
improvement over a considerable pe- 
riod, perhaps for the whole season in 
hay fever cases. The new method is 
called ionization or iontophoresis. A 
kind of electroplating of the nasal 
mucous membranes, as the technic is 
described by Dr. Lewis J. Silvers, dis- 
tinguished exponent of electro-surgery, 


diathermy hase been described here. 
Briefly, as Dr. Silvers explains it, 
ions or electrified particles of zinc, 
for example, from a very weak zinc 
solution, are carried into the tissues 
by the gentle, carefully controlled elec- 
tric current, and the irritable colum- 
nar epithelidm of thé surface of the 
mucous membrane is changed to 
squamous or more scale-like epithelium 
which is no longer sensitive to extra- 
neous substances. A 

Seems to be an ideal way to get the 
medicine ‘where it is needed, without 
disturbing the rest of the system.

Before 
him on the long table was a newspa- 
per, a black headline about the Haupt- 
mann case glaring up at him. With 
one hand he slowly picked up. the 
aper and turned it over, the head- 
ne face down. 

_ He smiled slightly to relieve the ten- 
sion and then announced the reprieve. 

Asked later why he granted the re- 
prieve, the Governor, speaking for the 
news reels, said: 

“A reprieve is an act of executive 
clemency rather than judicial clem- 
ency. 1 am not required to give a 
reason, but I might say there are 
grave doubts in this case, not only in 
my mind but in the minds of many of 
our citizens.” 

Bruno’s Wife Elated. 

Mrs. Hauptmann was in her hotel 
room when a telephone call told her 
of the Governor's decision. 

“That is wonderful,” she cried. “I 
can only say thank you. Now my 


| only wish is that the real truth of the 


terrible Lindbergh kidnaping comes 
out, that the terrible people who did 
this thing will either come before the 
Governor or that they will be caught.” 

Fisher and Pope came from the 
death house just. at dusk and said 
Hauptmann had been “deeply and hu- 
manly touched” by the reprieve. 

“He told us he had the utmost con- 
fidence in the course of justice,” Fish- 
er said. 

“He said: ‘I was absolutely sure 
that something would happen to pre- 
vent my execution. I knew all day 
that something would happen, or that 
somebody would step forward to prove 
my innocence.’ ”’ 

“Hauptmann wat never very much 
touched by his numerous reverses,” 
Fisher said, “but his reaction to the 
good news today showed he was deeply 
and humanly touched.” 

Fisher said Hauptmann was eager 
to see his wife. 

“Confession” Discounted. 

The Governor's action followed 
swiftly circulation of apparently well- 
founded reports that he had in his 
possession a confession from a new 
figure in the case. This was denied, 
however, by the Governor and also by 
high prosecuting officials. 

The Governor’s .clemency, even 
though it promises only a short re- 
spite, is the first break in Haupt- 
mann’s favor in his 16-month struggle 
against the charge that he kidnaped 
the infant son of Colonel and Mrs. 
Charles A. Lindbergh from their Hope- 
well, N. J., home the night of March 
1, 1932, and killed the child. 

Hauptmann has lost seven court 
actions, one after the other—two of 
them being in the United States su- 
preme court. A third was in the New 
Jersey court of errors and appeals and 
a fourth was in the court of pardons 
—a mercy rather than a judicial 
court. His other defeats were in New 
York, where he lost his fight against 
extradition to New Jersey, in Flem- 
ington, where he was tried and con- 
victed, and in Trenton last Tuesday 
when he was denied a writ of habeas 
corpus and an execution stay by Fed- 
eral Circuit Judge J. Warren Davis. 

Washington Decision. 

The proceedings at Washington to- 
day were swift. Two members of his 
five-man counsel, Neil. Burkinshaw 
and Nugent Dodds, asked the supreme 
eourt for permission to file an appli- 
eation for a writ of habeas corpus 
and a stay of execution. 

Virtually the same arguments which 
were presented unsuccessfully in fed- 
eral circuit court here Tuesday were 
offered in Hauptmann’s behalf in 
Washington. They were, briefly, that 
the prisoner’s constitutional rights had 
been violated at Flemington and that 
important evidence was withheld by 
the prosecution—an allegation which 
Attorney-General Wilentz has repeat- 
edly denied. 
| ustice Hughes, announcing the 
| court’s action immediately after the 
court reconvened after lunch recess, 
said: 
| “In the matter of Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann, the application for leave 
to file a petition for a writ of habeas 
corpus is denied.” 

Clergyman Visits Prison. 

Hauptmann’s spiritual adviser, the 
Rev. John Matthiesen, was risiting in 
‘the deathhouse at the time the Gov- 
‘ernor’s decision to reprieve was an- 
| agunced, but did not learn of it until 
a™erward. 

“Hauptmann had a headache today,” 
‘the clergyman said, “and was some 
‘what depressed because he didn’t ex- 
ipect a reprieve. 

“T told him he should not hold a 
grudge. against anyone and he replied 
that he had none. The reprieve will 
come as a pleasant surprise.” 

Matthiesen, in a letter to the court 
of pardons last week, urged clemency 
and expressed the conviction that

Hopes for New Trial. 

Heuptmann’s hope of a new trial 
lies with the same justice whose con- 
duct his counsel have criticized—Jus- 
tice Thomas W. Trenchard. If new 
evidence is uncovered, either by the 
governor or by defense counsel, it 
might be prese:ted to him with an 
application for another . trial. 

Assistant Attorney-General Joseph 
Lanigan held, however, that under a 
law passed a few years ago the time 
limit for offering new evidence as a 
basis of a new trial expired sic months 
after Hauptmann’s conviction last 
February 13. 


It was pointed out that even 
though new evidence could not be 
used to obtain a. new trial, it could 
be presented to the court of pardons 
in a new plea for commutation of 
sentence or for a full pardon. 

Every arrangement had been com- 
pleted for the electrocution. The ex- 
ecutioner, Robert Elliott, of Long Is- 
land, New York, had been. notified 
to be here tomorrow afternoon. ‘Ihe 
equipment had been carefully tested. 
Wires, telephones and telegraph equip- 
ment had been installed across from 
the prison walls to speed news of the 
execution to the world. 

Invitations had been issued to the 
official witnesses. Mrs. Hauptmann 
had said her goodbye—although even 
then she refused to admit it was good- 
bye and had spent most of her visit- 
ing hour with her husband in talking 
about their baby who was brought 
here during the night. 

Day's Developments. 

Other developments today included 
these : 

Harold ©. Keyes, one-time defense 
investigator, was quoted in New York 
as saying knew of sufficient evi- 
dence available to acquit Hauptmann 
if he were granted a new trial. 

Governor Horner, of Illinois, di- 
rected an investigation of the story 
of a prisoner in a Chicago jail, who 
was reported to have told a story of 
having been offered $22,000 worth of 
Lindbergh ransom money at 40 cents 
on the dollar. He actually bought 
some, and passed it “here and there,” 
according to the story told the gover- 
nor. The evidence, if proved, was in- 
tended to show that other persons 
than Hauptmann were in possession 
of Lindbergh ransom bills. 

In Washington, Mrs. Franklin D., 
Roosevelt said she had received ap- 
peals to intercede in Hauptmann’s be- 
half but would not enter into the 
case. 


HIGH COURT REFUSES 
SECOND HAUPTMANN PLEA, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—(4)—In 
a one-sentence verdict, the supreme 
court refused today to aid Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann escape the elec- 
tric chair for kidnaping. and. murder- 
ing the Lindbergh baby. 

Its action, taken in an atmosphere 
of breathless suspense, proved but a 
temporary climax. An hour later Gay- 
ernor Harold G. Hoffman, of New 
Jersey, granted a 30-day reprieve. 
Thus the Bronx carpenter was saved 
from execution tomorrow night for one 
of the most sensational crimes of his- 


tory. 
Seldom Granted. 

This delay will permit attorneys 
for the condemned man, if they de- 
sire, to ask the high tribunal to re- 
consider the petition for habeas cor- 
pus, that it so emphatically denied 
today. Such action seldom is granted. 
There were no hints here that this 
step even is contemplated. 

Solemnly but vigorously, Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes spoke the court’s verdict, 
refusing Hauptmann’s attorneys the 
right to ask for a habeas corpus writ 
and a stay of execution. His words 
echoed in the judicial chamber just 
two hours and 23 minutes after the 
petition was filed. Thus was Haupt- 
mann turned down by the supreme 
court for a secind time. 

On December 9, it refused to re- 
view his conviction in. New Jersey 
courts, convinced his rights under the 
federal constitution had not been vio- 
lated. Court attaches said the pro- 
ceedings today which began at 12:10 
p. m. and ended at 2:33 p. m. rep- 
resented a speed record for a case 
of such importance—at least in recent 
years. 

The action started when Neil Burk- 
inshaw, Washington attorney and for- 
mer newspapermen, arose in court and 
asked permission to file’ a petition 
for a writ to free Hauptmann from 
prison, and a motion for a writ to 
stay execution while the court con- 
sidered the writ. 

“You may submit the paper,” Chief 
Justice Hughes said quietly. His man- 
ner was grave. 

Reach Decision. 


The court’s luncheon recess, usually 
from 2 to 2:30 p. m, today was ex- 
tended by three minutes. In this in- 
terim the justices returned. It height- 
ened as the chief justice, after a 
momentary delay, spoke these words 
in a clear, grave voice:

up two bank messengers last year.

California Physician and Representative John S. Mc- 
Groarty Demand Own Candidate in 
Presidential Race.

WASHINGTON, Jar. 16.—Open 


dissension between the originator of 
the Townsend old-age pension plan 
and its chief sponsors in congress to- 
day threatened the third party move- 
ment which advocates of the “some- 
thing for nothing” scheme have an- 
nounced for the forthcoming presi- 
dential campaign. 

The dissension, which promises to 
rock the movement to its foundation, 
broke out between Dr. F. BK. Town- 
send, founder of the plan, and Repre- 
sentative John S. McGroarty, of Cali- 
fornia, who has introduced Townsend 
legislation now pending in congress. 

The cause of the row is the third 
party issue. The doctor, who thought 
up the idea of giving persons over 

a monthly pension of $200, wants 
his own candidate for president this 
fall. McGroarty says such a course 
would be “suicidal.” 

Split-Up Seen. 

The rumpus is expected to make it- 
self felt all the way down the line. 
McGroarty has sent word back home 
to the Townsend clubs in California 
to oppose the doctor and his third 
party notions. The Townsend army, 
estimated at 5,000,000 in 2,500 clubs, 
is due to split into major factions. 

News of the break between Town- 
send and McGroarty came to light 
when a person out of work went to 
the representative to get a letter to 
the doctor. He wanted to’ be put on 
the pay roll at national headquarters 
in Washington.

Mrs. Harper Sibley combines mag- 
nificently the job of being wife to 
the president of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce with the mul- 
tifarious duties arising from her own 
eminent place in the scheme. of 
things. That is to day, she is ex- 
ceedingly charming, gracious and love- 
ly to look upon. in addition to being 
unusually intelligent, keenly alive, 
and thoroughly aware of the respon- 
sibilties imposed upon a leader among 
modern women. In other words, she 
measures up—in every sense of the 
term. And that is putting it mildly! 

Mrs. Sibley spent yesterday in the 
city, having accompanied her distin- 
guished husband here at the invitation 
of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce. 
Upon glancing through the list of ont- 
standing achievements under the name 
of Harper Sibley in Who’s Who, one 
is struck with the number of affilia- 
tions he and Mrs, Sibley have in 
common.

“But that is the result of plan- 
ning and concentration,” explained 
Mrs. Sibley, “for, after all, one’s con- 
geniality with one’s husband is the 
basis for their home life, and the 
home is the center of everything.” 
And then you know instantly that 
much of the recognized success of 
Harper Sibley is attributable to this 
vivacious, dynamic an thoroughly 
+ hme woman who shares his 
life. 


Perfect Complement to Husband. 

She has studied agriculture at Cor- 
nell University with him, for he owns 
and operates one of the largest farms 
in this country. She has learned 
cattle raising on their ranches in 


California and Alberta, Canada. 
She has studied mining and banking 
because of his interest in these sub- 
jects. She has traveled around the 
world with the International Mission- 
ary Council, of which he is a member. 
She teaches religious education at the 
University of Rochester, of which he 
is a trustee. 


“I believe I have done everything 
with him except hunt big game in 
Africa,” Mrs. Sibley laughingly said. 
“When we went to the interdenomi- 
national religious conference in 
Jerusalem in 1928, I did give him a 
two weeks’ start for a bit of hunting 
and joined him later in Palestine.” 

The Sibleys live in a beaut?ful old 
home which was built by Mr. Sibley’s 
grandfather, Hiram Sibley, in the 
heart of Rochester, N. Y. The gar- 
dens and park surrounding it cover 
45 acres, and their young grandson, 
who is three and a half, is the fifth 
Hiram Sibley to live there. Of course 
he rs the name of his great-great- 
grandfather, who was the first presi- 
dent of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, and who was instrumental 
in bringing about the purchase of 
Alaska by the United States. 

Mrs. Sibley, who looks scarcely 
older than a debutante, with her slen- 
der figure, laughing blue eyes, and 
brown bobbed hair, which she ar- 
ranges after the latest mode, is the 
mother of two sons and four daugh- 
ters. “And don’t forget my four 
adorable grandchildren,” she proudly 
reminds. And she speaks as if “ador- 
able” should be spelled with a capital 
A, so enthusiastic is she over the 
quartet of youngsters who undoubted- 
ly find great joy in their youthful. 
fun-loving grandmother. 

Work at University. 

When asked about her work at 
Rochester University, where she holds 
the chair of religious instruction, Mrs. 
Sibley, who is naturally gay and 
laughing, with a humorous swinkle in 
her eye, grew serious. “I believe that 
the weakest spot in religious training 
is the university student,” she de- 
clared, “and for that reason I took 
np the work in an effort to steer it 
away from the dogmatic vein in which 
it is customarily presented.” She as- 
sumed this position two years ago, 
and each month her salary check has 
been mailed to the dean of women at 
Central China College in Wuchang, 
China. She became interested in this 
interdenominational institution while 
in China three and a half years ago. 
“We spent two months there,” she ex- 
plained. “That was when Mr. Sibley 
and I were studying agriculture ip 
China, Japan and India.” 

Mr. Sibley’s name, Harper, comes 
from his mother, who was Margaret 
Harper of the Harper Publishing 
Company family, of New York. Both 
he and Mrs. Sibley grew up in New 
York city and moved to Rochester 
shortly after their marriage. She is 
the former Georgiana Farr and she 
belongs to that period, she says, when 
New York life was gay and fulsome 
and brilliant, before war clouds ap- 
peared on the horizon and the world 
became disturbed by such things as 
bolshevism and communism. She was 
a reigning belle of that day, and a 
leader in things social and ‘cultural. 
One of her earliest interests was the 
Junior League of New York. 

Mrs. Alva Maxwell entertained at 
breakfast at the Athletic Club in hon- 
or of Mrs. Sibley upon her arrival yes- 
terday morning. rs. Maxwell is

religious and civic problems of to- 
day. In the afternoon Mrs. Guy 
Woolford entertained at tea at her 
Druid Hills residence, complimenting 
Mrs. Sibley and Mrs. Ferguson.

Friend of First Lady. 


Mr. and Mrs. Sibley left at mid- 
night for Washington, D. C., where 
the former’s duties with the National 
Chamber of Commerce impose tem- 
perary residettce. They will be at 
home at the Mayflower hotel, and 
they will be joined there by their 
daughter, Elizabeth, who is just out 
of college. Mrs, Sibley looks forward 
to. her Stay in the national captial 
and is characteristically enthusiastic 
about the official life into which she 
will. be welcomed. Too, she antici- 
pates with pleasure the contact with 
her close friend, Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, whom she has known since 
childhood. Her family at one time 
lived next door to the Theodore 
Roosevelts, whom the First Lady often 
visited as a girl. Their philanthropic 
and cultural activities very often co- 
incide and Mrs. Roosevelt has asked 
Mrs. Sibley to serve on her social 
education committee. 

Whatever she talked about and in 
whatever direction the interview led, 
Mrs. Sibley never failed, and purely 
without design, to inject her husband 
into her conversation. Which fur- 
ther reveals her realized ideal of a 
wife ag a perfect complement to her 
husband.

Another letter written to Thomas 
B. Mackie, a Chicago street car mo- 
torman, who died in December, read: 

“Dear Thomas: 

“Well, here I am at last. I just 
bet you are wondering what has be- 
come of me. How are you and how 
are you doing? I hope everything 1s 
all right with you. I can use that 
$10 I loaned you before I left Chi- 
cago.

Inspector Jervey found in Lauzon’s 
room on North Side drive sheets from 
New York newspapers containing sev- 
eral columns of death notices. ‘They 
also found an envelope containing 
clippings of Lauzon’s capture and con- 
viction as the “$1,000,000 jimmy 
thief’ of Washington, with lines that 
referred to Lauzon’s masterly crafts- 
manship as a burglar underscored. 
Among ‘he clippings was an editorial 
from a Washington newspaper con- 
gratulating the police on having cap- 
tured Lauzon and another revealing 


that a civic club had presented gold 
‘medals to the two policemen who had 


captured Lauzon in a gunfight. Other 
clippings described Lauzon’s mode of 
operation. 

While he was engaged in the opera- 
tions in which the robbery of more 
than 200 Washington homes ° were 
charged to him, Lauzon occupied 
sumptuous apartments in Baltimore’s 
most exclusive residential districts. He 
would swoop down on Washington, 
jimmy his way into a few fashinable 
apartments while the families were out 
for the evening, load his loot into an 
automobile and haul! it to Baltimore. 

Escaped Capture For Year. 

After his arrest in Washington, po- 
lice uncorered three houses in Balti- 
more which he had rented and filled 
with loot from his Washington rob- 
beries. He worked deftly and avoided 
capture for more than a year while 
the bewildered Washington. police 
made futile efforts to trap the bur- 
glar who was outwitting them. 

It was revealed at his trial that 
Lauzon had his own private “fence” 
in Philadelphia where he disposed of 
his jewelry. He had an apartment in 
Philadelphia and another in Wash- 
ington, where he would stay while he 
was mapping his raids. He worked ef- 
ficiently, had charts of apartment 
buildings and examined thoroughly 
the financial circumstances of the 
families he planned to rob. 

In Chicago, he worked along the 
same system until his arrest and sub- 
sequent escape from Joliet made it 
hazardous for him to live in that city. 

Much Time in Jails. 

“IT have spent most of my life, off 
and on, in jails since I was 22, 
Lauzon said yesterday. He is said to 
‘tbe wanted for an escape from the 
Michigan state penitentiary at Jack- 
son, Mich.

Paul R. Reynolds Dies of 
Shot After Gun Battle

Paul R. Reynolds Sr., 65, retired 
grocer, was found dead by police last 
night on the floor of his first-floor 


bedroom in his home at 544 Norfolk 


street, N. W., at about 9:30 o'clock. 

Paul R. Reynolds Jr., 28, his son, 
with whom the elder Reynolds lived, 
was held pending an investigation by 
the coroner.

Hearing the shots, Mrs. Pauline 

Reynolds, wife of the younger man, 
and Miss Pauline Lindsay, who lived 
at the house, ran into the bedroom 
and pulled out young Reynolds. 
' Two more shots, which struck the 
floor, were fired then by the older 
Reynolds, according to police. When 
police arrived Reynolds Sr. was ly- 
ing on the. floor, the weapon still in 
his hand. 

He had been shot by a single bul- 
let which strvck the base of the neck 
and penetrated the windpipe. He was 
pronounced dead upon arrival at 
Grady hospital, where he was taken 
in an ambulance.

OHICAGO, Jan. 16.—(4) — Joe 
Louis, the Brown Bomber, is ready 
to set off another blast of dynamite 
tomorrow night. 

Conqueror of all opposition in his 
amazing drive for the world’s heavy- 
weight championship, Louis will meet 
Charley Retzlaff. lantern-jawed ranch- 
er, with a terrific right-hand punch, 
in battle scheduled to go 15 rounds or 
less at the Chicago stadium. 

Indications tonight were that 20,000 
spectators would witness the bout, 
with gate receipts around $100,000. 

Louis, with Carnera, Baer, Uzcudun, 
and Levinsky strewn along his march, 
victims of his murderous punch, was 
a 1-to-10 shot in all discussions, but 
euriosity existed as to just what the 
Brown Bomber would do if Farmer 
Retzlaff drove one of his knockout 
punches smashing against the Louis 
chin. Retzlaff, victorious in 565 out 
of 68 battles by knockouts, promises 
to fight Louis instead of running away 
and also promises to hurt him, which 
no other fighter has been able to do. 

SHORT FIGHTS. 

When Louis shuffles into the ring 
expecting to achieve his 23rd knockout 
in 27 fights at the expense of Retz- 
laff, he will be accepting his fourth 
15-round bout in his 19-month-old pro- 
fessional career. Against Carnera, 
Baer, Uzcudun and Levinsky together 
Louis used only 15 rounds, six for 
Carnera, four each for Max and Pau- 
lino, and only one for Levinsky. 

“T’ll knock Louis out. I'll hurt him 
with my right,” said Retzlaff.

It appear- 
ed in. February of that year, and caus- 
ed- much talk. Soon afterward, the 
Harvard College observatory and oth-

It is far back te the days when 
planets and stars were thought to be 
“little lights” in the sky. We know 
that the other planets are worlds 
something like the earth, though we 
are not sure that people live on any 
planet except our own. The true stars 
(not the planets) are distant suns, 
some of them far larger than the eun 
which gives light and warmth to our 
earth. ) 

Among-the famous thinkers of the 
present day is Albert Einstein, a man 
of Jewish descent who lived in 
many before Hitler took power there. 
Now he is residing in the United 
States. Binstein is the author of the 
“theory of relativity” which has 
brought changes in modern views of 
motjon and space.

“Rebellion” Spreads. 


The tranquillity of the Brazilian 
nation has been smached for the past 
several days by a_ revolution. that 
started in the northern part of the 
nation, but which bids fair to cover 
the entire country. Those-in power 
now speak of it as a “rebellion.” 
From the accounts obtainable it be- 
gan in the. military department and 
now the situation indicates that all 
departments of government are hon- 
eycombed with revolutionary sympa- 
thizers. 

Most of the bloodshed, to rely on 
the politically influenced press re- 
ports, has been in the northern states 
of Rio Grande de Norte, Parahiba 
and Pernambuco. However, the 
southern section of the nation has 
not been without casualties. In the 
capital city of Rio de Janeiro the 
government forces found it necessary 
to shell a barrack that was believed 
to house 1,000 soldiers who had 
gone over to the revolution with 
their commander. No reports have 
been allowed by the government yet 
as to deaths in this bombing that re- 
sulted in conflagration but it was 
stated that 250 wounded soldiers were 
removed from the ruins. Due to fright

Rumors are abroad of foul play and 
assassination among governmental 
heads but these cannot be con- 
firmed. 
Martial Law Declared. 

Martial law has been declared for | 
the whole of the nation and the chief | 
evidence of the revolution in this city | 
is found in the newspapers and the) 
extraordinary number of heavily 
armed soldiers that have supplement- | 
ed an already heavily armed police | 
force. These men not only move | 
about the streets on their assigned 
territory but the entrance of every 
public building is guarded by an am- 
ple quota. From what has happened 
elsewhere the chief danger and ap- 
prenension, lies in the uncertainty as 
to which side the armed guards will 

on tomorrow. 

The South American republics have 
been spoken of as political volcanoes 
that are liable to erupt a+ any time 
in the form of a revolution. No one 
seenis to know when to expect this. 
breaking forth or to accurately judge | 
its strength once it has begun. An- 
other confusing factor is the leniency 
extended to those who participate in 
the move to overthrow the govern- 
ment. W eare told that after the rev- 
olution of 1932 all revolutionists were 
pardoned, some were given military 
command and others placed in and 
elected to high governmental offices, 
They seem to take it as a “family 
affair” or a “domestic difficulty” and 
pass it by with a funeral for the dead 
and a wave ofthe hand for the living. 

One person well acquainted with 
the life of the nation expressed these 
thoughts as an explanation. The 
mixed population and the large per- 
centage of illiterates makes a democ- 
racy, outside the hands of an  oli- 
garchy, impossible and if the group 
in power see that an election is go- 
ing to fail it becomes necessary for 
them to stage a_ revolution. This 
could be true in some cases, however, 
it cannot cover all and the present 
disturbance appears to be out of that 
category. 

Famous Snake Farm. 

Just out of the city of Sao Paulo 
is the Butantan, the most important 
snake farm in the world. Snakes are 
raised here not for exhibition, except 
as a sideline, but to extract venom 
that is used to make the anti-snake 
bite serums that have meant life to 
thousands of people in tropical coun- 
tries and throughout the world. Al- 
most every known snake may 
found in this reptile center. In Bra- 
zil there are 180 known. species of 
snakes and of this number ten are 
listed as yenomous. 


AUGUSTA {3 SELECTED 
FOR BANKERS’ MEETING 


Convention Will Be Held in 
April, Executive Council 
Decides ‘Here. 


The annual convention of the Geor- 
gia Bankers’ Association will be held 
at the Bon Air hotel in Augusta in 
April. This was decided by the execu- 
tive council of ‘the Georgia Bankers’ 
Association at its midwinter meeting 
yesterday. The exact dates will be 
announced later. 

In addition to the routine business 
transacted the bankers considered sev- 
eral questions of public interest, Reso- 
lutions were adopted in opposition to 
the proposed tax of five cents a pound 


on margarine products, which embrace, 
cottonseed oil, peanut oil and tung oil. 

The support of enterprises sponsored 
by the Georgia Végetable Growers’ As- 
sociation was pledged by the bankers’ 
governing body. These include the con- 
struction of processing plants, vege- 
table canneries to take care of the 
surplus; curing houses for potatues, in- 
sect control, the use of certified seed 
and plants, the equalization of dis- 
criminatory freight rates and an edu- 
cational campaign on the health-giving 
value of vitamins and the mineral con- 
tents of vegetables. 

The council also went on record in 
opposition to government ownership 
and operation of rail transportation. 

The meeting concluded with a lunch- 
eon at whith the Atlanta banks were 
represented, and the visitors remained 
over to attend the banquet last night 
in honor of President Harper Sibley, 
of the United State Chamber of Com- 
merce.

BANKERS MAY ATTACK 
FEDERAL DEPOSIT LAW 


Test of Act’s Constitution- 
ality Is Forecast 
Soon. : 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—(7)—A 
constitutional test of the federal de- 
posit insurance law was forecast to- 
day when it became known some of 
the nation’s banks have paid their 
FDIC assessments “under protest.” 

It was reported authoritatively that 
18 New England banks had attached 
to their January 15 payments the 
notation that the assessment was be- 
ing met “under protest and with full 
rights reserved.”” Some middle west- 
ern banks were said to have done 
likewise. 

Officials of FDIC said they did not 
know officially that any bank intended 
to start a court battle but had heard 
indirectly that some were contemplat- 
ing such action. 

One official reported four large 
New York city banks had made their 
last payments under protest. He 
added it would be several days before 
he could say how many had protested 
the January 15 assessments. 

Depositors Are > 

Deposit insurance was first set up 
in 1933 after the banking crisis, when 
a temporary law insured deposits up 
to $5,000. Eventually it was intended 
to boost this limit, but the banking 
act of 1935 made it permanent. 

Losses to insured depositors of 
banks which become insolvent are paid 
out of a fund created by subscription 
of $150,000,000 from the treasury 
and about $140,000,000 from federal 
reserve banks. This fund is being 
swelled by assessments on all insured 
banks at the rate of 1-12th of 1 per 
cent of gross -deposits annually as 
fixed in the 1935 act. | 

Officials said they thought any 
banks contesting validity of the law 
would str#e at its mandatory fea- 
tures, attacking the assessments on 
the ground they are made against 
total deposits of a bank instead of 
merely those insured. 

Under the law, all national banks 
and state banks that are members of 
the federal reserve system are required 
to insure their deposits and pay the 
assessments. 

Congress May Act. 

State banks not members of the 
federal reserve system are not re-| 
quired to participate, but 7.800 have | 
voluntarily come under it. These 
banks because of the voluntary action, 
one official said, could not attack 
the law. 

Some of those paying assessments 
under protest were understood to have 
done so to be in a better position to 
recover their payments in the event 
the supreme court should at some time | 
rule the insurance system unconstitu- | 
tional. |
